A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY.

Eight Persons Barned (o Death—Heart-
rending Scenea,

PirrsevrG, Pa., Feb. 23 —Intelligence
bas been received here of a conflagration at East
Liverpool, Ohio, at half-past one o'clock this
morning, by which a family of eight persons
named Sloan were burned to desth. About the
time stated flames were scen issuing from the
four-story frame building owned by Frank Stew-
| artsnd occupied as a drog store, feed store, gro-
cery, aud dwelling, by the proprietor of the drug-
store, William Sloan, whose family lived inthe
latter portion. As soon as the flames were dis-
covered by Mr. Sloan he aweke all and telling
them to follow, picked up his three-year-
lold davghter snd started for the stairs. The

flames had ent off this retreat by this
| time, and, tuming to & window, he leaped
| out, telling his wife to do likewise, It issup-
" pused that before Mis. Slosn or the others

had time to follow his advice they were overcome
by the stifling fumes from the drug store, as not
one of themn eseaped. The building burned like
tinder, and, Em\'iug numerous elevators to the
upper foors, which opencd a pathway for the
' Bawmes, it was soon in miins. A search for the
bodics was begun atan early hour this morning
amnd =oon all were recovered. They were charred
beyond recognition, and it was only by the size of
the roemains that the grown persons were dis-
tingnishied fromn the children. The seenc about
the burned building this womning is sorrowful
in the extreme, and all that is left of a fam-
ily of tenn are & father and danghter whom he
carried with him when he made the leap. The
following is @ list of those that perished: M,
William Sioan, aged thirty-one; Luella Sloan,
aged thirteen: Clyde Sloan, aged twelve; Lizzie
, Sloan, aged eleven: Alesander Sloan, aged nine;

A CAPITOL BUDGET.

THE NEW LIBRARY BILL PASSED.

The Amendments in 1the Senate—The House Confer-
ence Last Night—Hurd's Free Trade Club—
Mr. March® nce— Facts Aboot
Fund r Matters.

The bill for a congressional library
wae sgain taken up in the Senate yesterdny, and
Mr. Voorhees explained the amendments (o the
bill proposed by him.

In Committee of the Whole the smendments of
the Senate eommitiee, as modified, were sgreed to.
They limit the cost of the purchase of the land and
all dmmages therefor to $1,080,000; prohinit any
expenditures until the written opinion of the
Attorney-Generel shall be had in favor of the
validity of the title to the land; and, in regard to
the condemnation of the land, require the com-
missioners appointed for the purpose to be sworn
as to their disinterestedness and [faithiul dis-
charge of their duties, and dircet them to give
thirty days’ prior written notice of the thne and
place of appraisement to cach real estate owner
and newspaper notices {o non-resident owners.
All contracts and appraisals must be approved by
the President, who is direeted, when in his judg-
ment a sum is unreasonable, to suspend proceed-
ings in that particular for the further aetion of
Congress. :

An amendmendment offered by Mr. Voorhees,
and agreed to in Committee of the Whole, vests
the location of the library site within the grounds
described, if the same be taken and paid for, with
the President, the Librarian of Congress, and the
Architect of the Capitol.

Afler remarks by Messrs, Conkling, Ingalle, and
Saulsbury in opposition (o, aud Messrs. Blair,Voor-
hees, Bayard, and Garland in favor of the amend-
menis, the bill, as thus amended, was reparted to
the Senate.

The debate in Commitiec of the Whole was re-
newed.

Mr. Saulsbury said that, sccording to a calenle-
tion he had made, the purchase would coverabout
ten scres. He thought the amount excessive fora
mere library building,

Mr. Bayard thought it real ¢conomy to make the
whale purchase now,if the eastern front space site
was now utilized in part for a Ybrary building.

Mr. Ingalls moved fo amend the provigion
specifving the squarcs to be purchased, o0 asto
confine it to the two directly east of the Capitol
and cut off the corner squares diagonally bisceted
by Pennsylvania aud Maryland avennes.

Mr. Conkling was of the opinion that the neces-
sary library accommodations conld be secured by
an enlargement of the Capitol building, and ar-
gued to show that the appearance under the modi-
fications of its origival architecture and it= taulty
construction in shutting out the air and light and
endangering the heslth of its occupants would
ultimately necessitale an extension of the wings
and other additions to the structure,

Mr. Ingalls’ amendment was not agresd Lo,

On motion of Mr. Rollins, the ame
ing a commission to fix the localio
site within the grounds indicated
ns 1o empower the President with this authority af-
ter consultation with the Librarian and Archilect.

The amendments made in Commitiee of the
Whole were then concurred in, and the bill passed
—ayes, 39; noes, 18,

The bill fixes the site for the new building upon
the &ix squares on the east front of the Capitol
grounds, and limits the cost of the land and
damages therefor to §1,000,000,

Facls About Fundiag.

It was expected that the House Com-
mittee on Ways and Meaus would have taken some
action o-day with referepce to the funding bill,
which at present les on Speaker’s table waiting to
be ealled up, but owing to the House convening at
ten o'clock there wasnomeeting of the committee,
It 15 thought thet when the commitiee does meel
it will recommend (he concurrence of the House
in the Senate amendments withoui the formality
of a conference committee of the two Houses, 1t
turns out that the statement made that several of
the natienal banks had wade application for the
withdrawal of the bonds seeuring their cireulation
to the amount of 20,000,000 was incorrect, and that
the total amount of such application up to date
does not execed $5,000.00. The general! expecia-
tion about town is thatthe bill will he =ent to
the President for his signature before the end of
the week, and that it will be signed.

The amount of legal tenders received by the
Treasury Department yesterday fromn national
banks for the purpose of retiring cireulation
amounted in ronnd numbers to $2.80,00, being
the deposits of bwelve banks, two of which were in
New York city, one each in Philadelphia, Bosion,
and Albany, and the balance from banks in Penn-
sylvania, New York State, and New Jersey, Comp-
troller of the Curréncy Knox said vesterday that
since November 1, 1880, there has been anet in-
creasc of $16,600,000 of five per cent. bonds deposited
tosecure cirenlation, and adecrease of $14,000,000 of
four per cents, and $2,140,000 of four and a halfper
cents.

Free Trade and Demoaerney.

Around the Capitol yvesterday the pro-
ceedings at the dinper given by Frauk lurd, of
Ohio, to the free-trade Democrats of the House on
the evening before were made the subject-matter
of a good deal of comment.

THE PRIVATE PAPERS

OF CONFEDERATE ERIGADIERS,

The Proposition to Buy Them Creates a Flutter In
Congress — Sparring Between Bragg and
Dlackburn—The Motion to Purchase
Stricken from the Bill.

During the discussion on the civil ser-
viee appropriation bill yesterday in the House Mr.
Bragg raised a point of order against the clanse of
the bill appropriating $20/%% for the purchase of
the private papers of the late confederate Genernls
Bragy and Polk, relating to the Iate war,

Messrs. Baker and Blackburn contended that the
peint of order was not well taken.

Mr. Blackburn stated that the papers referred to
had been eppraised under act of Congress, and [t
was Iate in the day for the gentleman from Wis-
consin to nudertake to tell the House there was no
law and no authority for that appropriation. He
denied the statement made by Mr. Bragg that the
Secretary of War had recommonded that the pa-
pers should not be purchased.

Mr. Bragg asked Mr. Blackburn to read the Sec-
retary’s report, which Mr. Blackburn refused to do,
stating that if he sought dictation as to what he
shonld da he would go to 2 more repntable gnarter
from which to get it.

Mr, Bragz—Oh, that has no effect here,

Mr. Blackbarn, eontiruing, said that these
papens were necessary to o fuir statement and his-
tory of the late war, and he was sure that no gen-
tleman on the other side of the House would
oppose the proposition for the purchase of the
papers.

Mr. Bragg said that he wounld debate the point
of ander in a different manner than that used by
tbe gentleman from Kentucky. Instead of siating

asserting what the Seeretury of War had done, he

that for faects, he should say that the same broker
who had indueed the Government to buy the
other papers had ocenpied bis time in preventing
these papers being given to the Government, in
order that they should be bought by the Govern-
ment. He continued to argue in support of his
point of order, which was, however, overruled by
the Chair,

Mr. Thomas then moved to strike out the clanse

purchase of these papers. Under the law all
records of a general chameter—any thatthrew any
lght upon the pathway of historv—belonged to
the Government of the United States,

Mr. Baker opposed the amendment. The Gov-
ernment was engaged in an eminently wise work
—the waork of publishing the record of the war of
the rebellion. It was important to this agp and to
ages (o come that the Government should have
these records, and that contributions should be
made to them from every direction and from every
standpoint, in order that the people end the future
historian might look at the great siruggle from
every aspect, When the Government ceased to be
lurge encugh, when the Northern people ceased to
be large enongh to appropriate a few thousand dol-
lars {0 leave to coming ages the record of all that
was done on all sides in the unhappy fratrieidal
war, he, for one, should be ashamed that he was
an American eitizen.,

Alr. Robeson hoped that the papers would be
purchased. He waunted every record to show how
glorious the struggle bad been, and how glordous
the triumph of the Northern arms had been. Un-

less [t were shown how great and powerful had

been the stmuggle the soldiers wounld lose their

meed of praise before the world and before time,
Mr. MeCook eaid that the time had eome. or

would soon come, when, as an American eitizen,

could have as much pride in the pluck and de-
terminntion of the confederates as in the stundy
coursge of ilic Northern soldier. [Applause.] But
when il came to purchasing the papers of two con-
federate gencrals, and when he could show from
tlie evidence that there was no necessity for it, it
seemed to him that It was earrying sentiment a
little too far. If hie thought it necessary for a cor-
rect record that these papers should be nurchased
he would vole to appropriaie money for that pur-
pose, but be did not. It was not the policy of the
Government to bny the secords af the war.

AMr. Hawley opposed theamendment. He would
rather print some superfluous reconds than that
any eritie shonld tind fanlt with the prescutation
of the subject on account of partiality,

Mr. Brage proceeded to argune in favar of the
amendment, and in the course of his remarks sajd
that there had been statements made during the
debate which were (sarcastically) “ mistakes.”

A RIDICULOUS FARCE.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS LAST NIGHT.

i\ Small ittendance Present—Saddling Additional
Expense on lllegally Taxed People—Demg-
cratic Flings at the Preparations
for the Insugwration.

The House met fast night, and imme-
diately went Into Commiittce of the Whale (Mr.
stevenson in the chair) for the ennsideration of
Distriet bills, The first bill to be considersd was
Senate bill to provide for funding the eight per
cent. improvement certifficutes of the Distriet of
Columbia.

On snggestion of Mr. Randall, swing to the small
attendance of members, the bill was paseed over
without action,

The next bill was Senate bil! authorizing the
Commissioness of the District to appoint 3% addi-
tional privates on the Metropolitun poliee for &
period of twenty days from the “0tly of February,

Mr. Cobb offered an amendusent providing that
helf the expense of the additions] furce shall be
borne by the Distriet,

Mr. Hunton hoped that the awmendment would
not be sdopled. The inangursiion wasa Faderal
ceremany, and the erowd in Washington woitld he
a Faderal crowd, and the peopla of the Distriet
ought not to be tsxed o pay for the extra polics
tn watch over that erowdd.

Mr. Atkins concurred with Mr Hunton in that
view. The people of the District ought not 1o ba
taxed for & matter with which they bad nething
more to do than the people of suy Ftate or coun-
try. He took ocession to say that he had no sym-
pathy with the display which was being prepured
—ihcese trivmphal arches, pyramids, and towers,
and he did not want to comlnet leghdation as it
Cougress approved it,

Mr. Finley supported the smendment. The
police was for the protection of the people of the
District, and they should bear \Beir share of the
CXpense,

Mr. Neal contended that the expense of the cxirn
palice should not be saddled upon the Distoiet.

Mr. Reagan opposed the bill, and sareastivaily
aliuded 10 the uecessity of inereasing the police
force to take care of the army, the navy, aud the
armed militia which wonld be in the city. Iie
drew a comparison between the great prepara-
tion made for the inangmral ceremony and the
ceremony aitendiog the inanguration of Thomas
Jefferson.

Mr. Canuon inguniced, ironically, whether it was
not uniair to the thicuss aad plekpoekets who
vame from the various States 16 havean incrensed
fores to watth over them,

Mz Hunton sppealed to the comumitiee to ngree
to the bill to-night. If it was amended, it wonld
have 10 go back to the Senate, gurd before it was
passed the 4th of March wonld have arrived. He
agreed with Me=srs. Atkins and Reagan in their
desire for & return 1o the shmplieity of former Dian-
gurntions, but stated that the tax.payers of the
i Distriet had iittle or nothing w Jo with the pres-
